One of the striking properties of the newly 
discovered X-rays was their power to penetrate 
materials not rated ordinary light 
waves. Whereas, the ordinary light was stopped, 
the X-rays would shoot right on through. As 
an illustration, suupose you stand in front of an 
electric light, your body will shut off this kind 
of light. It is opaque to it. But you can stand 
in front of X-rays and these rays will penetrate 
your flesh very easily. 

Before the disc of these rays, the only 
way that it was possible to see inside the body 
was to first cut away the skin and muscular 
covering; without cutting away these portions, 
it was impossible to see the deeper tissues. 
With the discovery of X-rays, it became pos- 
sible to see the deeper tissues without cutting 
and without inconveniencing the patient. 
Therefore, doctors using these rays, for the first 
time in history, had a way of studying the
